The constitutionul cenveution of 1875
markod A new era o the politival dove'op-
ment of this stute, The constitution of 15,
under which the stats was samitied iote the
unlon, had bosn deaftad 10 meat tho wanta
ol & new Loro state, while corporations wery
few io niuber and the populstion {mired,
It lnckod tho eXpanSIVE  POWED, BeCHisly Lo
meet o neocssitios of the prople, as the
stato grow 10 woulth aosd In populstion,
The chiel complnot agalvust tho Gest constd-
tutiou was  that it aid  wot . adwmit
of @ proper  represcolation  of  the
peoplo In the legisintare. ‘I'he total member-
ship of the house dnd of the senute was Lun-
f1ed 1o sixty-uine persops,  "T'his praoticaly
deprived the wedt ball of the slate, aud more
particulariy the vow countivs Leing formed
Irom s eur to year, of any adeguiste repre oo
tnticn. Outof this crving need, the now con-
vintion wes ealled o draflt tho present cop-
atisution, The work of the conveation af 1875
bus stood the test of sixteen years witn gen-
eral spucobation.

Aunswering the reguest of the editor of Tue

The facts arve that in Awril, 1831, congress
passed an act authorizing the people to fo-m
i state govornment, provided for un eleation

I must condense, Our people answered by
eleeting members of the vonvention on the
lines of those who favorod aod those who
opnosed the audmisston ol the sta'e,  T'he re-
sult wius thal two-thirds of the members
cloeted were favorable to adjourniog sing
dre,  For instance, 1o this county of Douglas
nuiy loriy-live vores wera cast for state or-
gunmizaton, and this was the Hrst eounty in
populstion in the state,  The majorities were
proporionately e elsewhere,  Hepee it
Wis  Wwhen the couveation  ussombled on
the  4th of  Jauly. Init, It orgaocized
aud bmmedlately adjourned sine die,  This
wus supposcil 10 hayve sattied the question of
admission ut that tine,  But not so.  He-
puulivan demapeds Tor United Stales seuator-
ships, and sents in the noase of ropresenta-
tives, and state offiees aud plunder in e
arul, brought wbout a differeut result. ‘I'he
duoerats declunra nghinst stute government
I 18005, Dut u legislatura was elected without
any lssue on Lho guestion being made. But
aftor it was eleoted it declaived that the pe-
putiican eloments were yvery beartdly in
fuvor of insking u stale copstitution, ana the
legisinture did resolve itself ino 4 constitu-
tionsk conveution uwod ald prevare ao lostru-
moent, when bud sunh countios ng Otoe and

Kvery argument ana
overy devics wera resorted o 1o secure i
majority forit, J, Sterling Morton led the
opposition us o candidate for governor. Tho
eloction was neld on the 2d of Joue aod
toe pesult was cleimed 1 be 100 majority for
the convlitution, the governor, the chiel jus-
tive und the Uslhted States attorney belng
the cuuvassing bourd, The teutn Is toey did
not have auy mejority at all, as the sequel
